Hedcrstcdt retired to Europe ; Dr. J. B. Hamilton, Dr. J. Cleghorn, 
Colonel M. Tweedie and Mr. A. H, Pirie resigned their appoint- 
ments.

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Out of this totals 182 specinieiis have been obtained by piii'-i 
chase, ]/)16 were acquired by the Museum Collectm-s^ and 56 wore 
presenled to the ]\Iuseum. Diirinj^ the year 72 birds, five mainmals, 
six reptiles, four scorpions, and 2,019 insects havo been mounted 
and prepared by the taxidermists for exhibition in the Museum. 

8. The skill of a fine male tiger, measuring nine feet seven 
inches, shot on the 5th April 1891 by Colonel M. Tweedio in the 
Kepal Tarai, was forwarded to Messrs. Howland, AVard and Co., 
Naturalists of London, to be set up and mounted in an artistic way 
on the prowl tbe Committee regret to have to state ibat 

the designing and modelling of the sj^eclmen is very nnsatisfactory 
and does no credit to tlie reputation of the firm. 

0. {h) Art; Section . — During the year 45 specimens have been 
added l>y purchase and two by presentation to tliis section. Tlio 
additions comprised ornamental metalware Iroin Moradaliad ; old 
oop];)er and brass ware from Lucknow and Benares ; hojhjari work 
from Sialkot; a damascened qihlannmd, with Kiific inscription^ 
probably of old Turldsli workmanship, found during the excavations 
at Eamnagar in Iloliilkliand ; enamelled silver and old Bidri ware 
from Lucknow ; and an old ivory painting of Shall Nasir-ud-dia 
Haidar of Lucknow ; an inlaid and carved wooden screen from Batala 
in tlie Panjab; painted ware from Tilliar in the Sliahjabanpur 
district; papier mache work from Kaslnnir ; and a carpet made of 
tlie flower of the kdnfi grass growing in Buudqlkband from Banda. 

10. The work of collecting specimens of the artistic metalwares of 
the Provhices for the forthcoming exhibition at the Imperial Institute 
devolved on the Assistant Curator during the year. Typical speci- 
mens were accordingly procured of the well-known metalwares of 
Benares, Moradabad, and Lucknow and forwarded to Calcutta for 
transmission to England in April last, togetlier with a few sped-* 
mens of the less important manufactures of Sultinpur, Lalitjmr 
and Azamgarh. The total number of exhibits sent from these Pro- 
vinces was 98, amounting ill value to 11s. 382. The greater portion 
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J 

oF tlie cost of this collection was l>orne by Government, the remain- 
der being eontrilmted by private manufacturers, wlio chose to send 
a few speeimens to the Exhibition as commercial samples/'* A 
descripti^je list of the metalwares, acc-ompaiiied by drawings of the 
typical specimens, has also been jircpared and forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Imperial Institute. 

11. The Museum also undertook to procure a representative 
collection of the artwares of these Provinecs for the Raipur Mi\seinn 
in the Central Provinces, and the lirst instalment of those, including 
exhibits worth Rs. 371, has already heeii forwarded to that insti- 
tution. 

12. In paragraph 11 of last yeav^s report it was suggested that, 
while the easting of the 139 moulds prepared under Mr. E, W, 
Smitl/s direction was in progress, copies could be prepared at a 
small additional cost for other Indian, Homo, and Colonial Mu- 
seums, which might be asked to take tlie 0])portunity so afforded 
of procuring a good and representative collection of IiuliMn arelii- 
tectural ornament. Acting on a suggestion, from the Government 
of these Provinces, the Government of India in tlie Revenue and 
Agricultural Department (Archaeology) cir(;ulated printed lists of 
the casts, to be pi*epaved by tins Museum at the actual cost of 
lis. 150 per set, to other Local Goverurnonts and Administrations 
in India, and to the authorities in England and the Colonies, askiiig 
them whether a supply would be required for tlieir Museums and 
similar institutions. In commiinleating their action to this Gov- 
ernment, the Government of India suggested that a typiclxl set of 
the casts might be pliotogra plied and tlic negatives sent tq the 
Surveyor-GeneraEs office to be reproduced by a suitable process. 
The photographs were to be furnished to the authorities already 
supplied with the lists of the casts, which would enable them to 
make a satisfactory selection in the event of tlieir not being disposed 
at once to take a full set. Up to date the following indents for 
17 sets of the plaster casts liave been received from the sevei‘al 
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Governments and Institutions to whom lists were forwarded by the 
Government of India ‘

On the receipt of the first two indents, the Secretary pointed 
out to Government that additional assistance would be required to 
supply these sets, and proposed the retention of the first Assistant 
after the 31st of March, up to which date his appointment was 
sanctioned. Accordingly Governmnent conveyed sanction to the 
appointment of another Assistant from the 1st April 1892, and to 
the retention of the first Assistant for another year, during which 
time, it is surmised, all indents will be complied with. 

» 

13. (c) Arehaologkal Serfwa.^There have been l,9ol additions 
by donation and 3 by purchase to this section during the year. 
The Magistrate o£ Allahabad forwarded a valuable copperplate 
grant, measuring 7 inches by 6 inches, inscribed in 16 lines on 
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\)otli sides in characters belong-iiig* to the northern class o£ Indian 
alphabets ; it was found buried underground in the house of a gold- 
smith at Pali in pargana Karaii of the Allahabad district. The 
inscription is one of the illustrious MaharAja Lakshmana.^ a feuda- 
tory prince of the great Gupta dynasty, and the charter recorded 
in it is issued from the city called Jayapura ; it is dated, in words, 
in the year 158, or A.D. 477, on tJie full-moon day of the month, 
Jyaishtha. Attached to the plate is a- copper seal, bearing in 
relievo the figure of a recumbent lion, and below it are faint ’'traces 
of the legend “ of the illustrious Lakslimana.^^ The Deputy Com- 
missioner of Unao presented five interesting Digauibara statues of 
black marble, found during the repairs of the road leading through 
the old Fort mound, viz.^ a statue of Muriisuvratanatha, dated 
Sam vat 1210, or A.D. 1152, during tlie reign of Govindachaudra 
Deva of Kanauj ; and statues of llishabhanatha and Amsanatlia, 
dated Samvat 1226, or A.D. 1168. Mr. G. J. Nicholls sent four 
earthenware jars of diminutive size, which had been obtained from 
one of the ancient mounds at Bhitari in the Ghtizipur district. A 
further addition of twelve pieces of sculptured stone from some of 
the ruined buildings at Fatehpur-Sikri has been made by Mr. E. W. 
Smith. Four pieces form additional portions of the large capital 
forwarded by him last year, which may have belonged to the uniden- 
tified Iliadat Khana, erected by Akbar in A.D. 1575. AnotJier 
interesting addition is an erect Digambara statue of Jina Aranatha, 
found in one of the ©Id disused stone quarries on the left of the 
road running beneath the Naubat-khana. This is the first recorded 
instance of a Jaina statue ever having been found at Fg>tehpur-Sikri, 
and it is open to conjecture how an image helonging to tliis seqt 
came there. The remaining pieces consist of elaborate carved stone 
capitals, a moulded bracket and an ornamented dado panel. Two 
white marble statues of Buddha and Lakshmi, taken from the bed 
of the Gomti at a very low water level in August last, and a mihrah 
carved out of a stone known as mng4-Miriam^ were obtained by 
purchase* 
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14. The Curator forwarded to the Museum 1,98^ relics of aiitf- 
quity, ol)taiiied during’ his excavations at Uamiiagar, tlie ancient 
Adhichhattraj in the Bareilly district of the Rohilkband Division. 
The collection comiunses ancient beads formed of hard stone, sucli 
as crystal, agate, cornelian, jasper and lapis lazuli ; niiinerous orna- 
mented bricks, ai>parently carved after burning and not moulded 
before burning, illustrative of the Buddhist brick arcbite^dure that 
prevailed in Northern India during the second and first centuries 
B.C.j'a larg’e collection of terra-cotta statuettes of Buddha, ins- 
cribed ; numerous specimens of ancient pottery ; and a few inscribed 
stone images. The carved bricks are the most cliavactcristio feature 
of ancient Adhichhattra ; they are found of all siz(?s, from about 
18 Inches to 86 inches in length. The variety of patterns is 
infinite, and many of them are very bold and effective. The 
inscriptions on the carved bricks and terra-cottas offer, in spite of 
their extreme brevity, a good many points of interest. Some record 
donations by corporate bodies or families, others give Mie names of 
individual donors, as monks, nuns, or laymen. As the Buddhist 
ascetics could not possess any property, tlicy must have obtained 
by begging the money required for constructing the large temples 
and monasteries at Adliichliattra. This was no doubt permissible, 
as the purpose was a pious one. But it is interesting to note the 
different proceedings of tlie Jaina ascetics of Matluira, who as a 
rule were content to exhort the laymen to make donations and to 
take care that this fact was mentioned in ttie votive inscription b. 
The frequent occurrence among the Buddhist community at Ad- 
hichliatti’a of names connected with the ancient Yedic religion, as 

VieW as of such as are connected with Vaislmavisni and Saivism, has 
« 

no doubt to be explained by the assumption that tlioiv bearers or 
their ancestors adhered to these creeds before their conversion, and 
that they received their names in accordance wdth the established 
custom of their families. The rules regarding the giving of names 
were probably then as lax among the Buddhists as they are in the 
present day among the heterodox sects of India, which by no means 
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ifOfc^tvict tliemsojves to tlie lifsts of their partienlar j^aiuts or deities. 
Their historical value consists therein that they form a link in tlie 
eliain of evidence whicli enahles us to Iraee the exist once, nny, the 
prevaleiicc of Vaislinavism and Saivisni not only during the first 
century 15. C., but during much earlier times, and to give a firm 
support to Die view now held l^y a number of Orientalists, accord- 
ing to which Yaishnavisni and Saivisin ave older than Buddhism 
and JaiiiiBin. A detailed report on these huikpiities will be submit- 
ted by the Curator to Government in Ins Annual Progress lleport 
of the Arelueologieal Survey, Nortli-Westevn Provinces and Oudh. 

15. [d) Nimismatie Sedion , — This section received 377 addi- 
tions during the year, vh.^ 7 gold, 106 silver and 261' copper coins; 
of this total 138 were obtained liy purchase and 239 by presenta- 
tion. The gold coins comprise 2 Samudragiipta, javelin and arclier 
type; 1 pagoda of Sri Krishna Dova Kaya, and 2 pagodas of Sri 
Pratapa Deva llaya of Vijayanagar, found at Bhitari in the Ghd- 
sipur district ; 1 fauarn of Bangalur and 1 padamatanka Pound in 
the Dliarwar district. The silver coins include punch-marked bits, 
found at Kharpur in ibc Gorakhpur district ; issues of the Buddhist 
Satrap Sodasa; of Clumdragupta II, peacock type; Indo-Sassaulan 
kuowm as gadbia paisa Saltans of Delhi, Bengal and Gujarat; 
Nawabs of Ghazipur and Lucknow; Gaikvvar of Ahmadabad ; 
Afghan llupecs, and Central Asian Muhammadan coins. The cop- 
per coins comprise a •c^oniplcte collection of tl\c Mitra dynasty of"* 
Adhichhattra, excavated at Ramnagar; Buddhist Satra]>s of 
Mathura; Sultans of Delhi and Jaunpur. Detailed* notices of 
these coins are given in the Curator^s monthly reports! A nominal 
list of donors is furnished in Appendix C. 

16. (e) 3Iiscellancous Seclions . — No additions were made to the 
Economic and Geological sections during the year. Tlio City 
Magistrate of liueknow presented five old gun barrels and eight 
swords found buried underground in a house in Kashmiri Muhalla, 
which was dug in December last. 
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17. {f)PtiUicciliom , — Tho Minutes of the Managing Commit- 
tee for April 1889 to March 1891 have been printed and issued 
during the year. The Catalogue of the Reference Library, prepared 
by the Assistant Curator, has been printed and will shortly be ready 
for issue.

Of this total, 90 were paid for from funds allotted by Goveru-* 
ment to the Museum Library, and the remaining 101 are donations 
by persons and departments whose name appear in Appendix E. 
The most noteworthy gifts are the Dutch publication, in eight port- 
folios, on the great Budbist monastery at Boro Boedoer in Java^ 
presented by the Holland Government through the Government of 
India, and Colonel JacoVs Jeypoi’e Portfolio of Architectural 
Details, in six parts, presented by His Highness the Maharaja of 
Jeypore. 

19. During the year under report 705 pennons made use of the 
Reference Library attached to the Museum. This number is likely 
to increase <is soon as the Library Catalogue is issued and the 
contents of the Library get better known amongst a larger portion 
of the* public. 

20. Cases and Fimiitnre . — The Numismatic Sectfon received 
a spacious coin ease, constructed according to a design by Mr. 
E. W. Smith, which will allow of exhibiting the whole coin collec- 
tion and of storing the large number of duplicates. Kandts and 
CMndnisf required for the zanana day, were added during the 
year under rcj^ort. 
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21, Visitors, ~1^\\Q total number of visitors registered hy the 
turnstile amounted to 17d, 126, tlie daily average of visitors being 
482, The largest attendance was 9^972, on the ITitli November 
1891, being the Hindu bathing day on Kartika Purnamasi. Com- 
pared with last year, the year under report shows an increase of 
6,071 visitors, although the Museun\ buildings were closed to the 
public on 17th, 18th, and 19th October for the purpose of re-arrang- 
ing and cleaning various sections of the Museum. The increase of 
visitors is partly due to the large number of siglitseers attra^Hed by 
the exceptionally high floods of the Giimti from the 4th to the 8th 
October 1891. The cost to G overnment of each visitor admitted 
to the Museum is eleven pdi. The attendance of parddnas/niis on 
the 15th of every month aggregated 676, wliich number is included 
in the above general total. Appendix D shows the fluctuations 
from month to month.
